DEATH OF MR. CHARLES CLARKE. 


Cuarurs Crarkr, Esq., the highly gifted organist 
of the Worcester Cathedral, expired, on Sunday 
evening, ut his residence in Worcester ; and we can- 
not endure the thought that such a man—one so 
truly estimable in every point of his moral, social, 
and professional “character—shonld be suffered to 
pass fron amongst us without an attempt to do 
some imperfect measure of justice to his many 
merits, rich endowments, and good qualities. He 
was the second son of the late Rev. Thomas Clarke, 
Minor Canon and Sacrist of Worcester Cathedral, 
Rector of St. Michael’s parish, in this city, and 
Vicar of Overbury. This Rev. Gentleman was a 
musical amateur of some celebrity in his early 
days ; and from him his sons Charles and Edgar, who 
died at an early age some years since, inherited 
that taste for musical pursuits and studies, which 
soon ripened into the full fruit of consummate 
skill. Charles while very young, was placed 
in the choir of the Cathedral, and in that capacity 
the beauty and power of his voice, and chaste and 
accomplished style of singing, attracted hosts of 
admirers ; and here probably was laid the founda- 
tion of that severely classical taste and judgment 
in things musical, which eminently distinguished 
him throughout his future career, and which caus- 
ed his opinions on such matters to be received and 
listened to with the utmost deference and respect by 
every person capable of appreciating the highest and 

urest schools of the divine science. While speak- 
ing of his voice as a boy, it may not be uninterest- 
ing to relate an anecdote with regard to its power, 
which he had from himself, and heard confirmed 
by others, in our own boyish days. Standing one 
summer evening at the west windows of Edgar 
Tower, his father’s residence in the College Green, 
he was carolling, in the full exuberance of youth- 
fal spirits, Dr. John Clarke’s song of Marmion ; 
and such was the clearness and ringing quality of 
his vocal organ, that both song and voice were heard 
and recognized by persons walkirg on the west 
bank’ of the river, who, on their return, astonished 
the young chorister by describing to him the pre- 
cise manner in which he had enunciated certain 
phrases and passages in the song. On the failure 


of his soprano voice at the usual period of his life 
he devoted himself assiduously to the cultivation of 
these talents which had developed themselves in an 
extraordinary degree at a very early age; and so 
well did he employ his time, that on a vacancy oc- 
curring in the office of organist at Durham Cathe- 
dral, he was qualified, though then only sixteen 
years of age, to offer himself us a candidate for 
the appointment, and was elected in preference to 
a great number of competitors, all of much ma- 
turer age and more extended experience. We have 
been informed, and we have no regson to doubt the 
fact, that the records of all the Cathedrals in the 
kingdom do not present an instance of any other 
person having been appointed to the arduous and 
responsible office of Cathedral organist at so tender 
an age as that of Mr. Clarke when he was elected at 
Durham. In this situation he acquitted himself of 
his duties to the perfect satisfaction of the ruling 
powers; he acquired many and powerful friends ; 
and the road to fortune lay apparently open before 
him. Competency, if not wealth, was within his 
grasp; but Durham was not home to him; and 
therefore he eagerly embraced an opportunity 
which offered itself of resigning his office, and ac- 
cepting the less lucrative appointment of organist 
to the Cathedral of his native city, to which he was 
elected about thirty years ago, and the duties of 
which he continued faithfully and most ably to dis- 
charge till within four days of his sudden and lament- 
ed decease. Here we must digress for amoment to 
remark briefly on the moral strength of his charac- 
ter, and the innate modesty of his disposition. 
Such is the weakness and fallibility of human na- 
ture generally, that we may venture to assert that 
scarcely one youth of sixteen is to be found among 
a thousand who would not have been intoxicated 
with pride and vanity by the attainment of such an 
appointment as that of organist at Durham, and 
who would not have been seduced into a course of 
conduct which would have tended to anything ra- 
ther than the conciliation of respect. Mr. Clarke, 
however, ‘‘bore his faculties so meek, and was so 
clear in his office,” that while he gained many 
warm friends, we are well assured that he did not 
make a single enemy. He evidently felt that the 
use for which the organ in a Cathedral was intend- 
ed was as a support, rather than a guide, to the 
voices of the singers; and it has never heen our 
lot to listen to any organist who so thoroughly and 
judiciously carried this feeling into practice. His 
accompaniment was always sufficient to give con- 
fidence to a singer, even when labouring under 
physical depression, We must not omit to men- 
tion in our brief notice the judicious skill and tact 
with which Mr. Clarke was wont to regulate and 
command a large orchestra. No one who has been 
in the habit of attending our Musical Festivals 
could have failed to observe the high excellence 
which marked his conduct of the various perfor- 
mances, and the deference which was shown to his 
authority by the parties placed under his direction. 
In the most fatiguing and laborious branch of his 
profession—the instruction of his numerous pupils 
—he was eminently successful; and we fear that 





accelerate his untimely dissolution. On Wednes- 
day morning last Mr. Clarke had performed his ac- 
customed duties at the Cathedral ; but before the 
conclusion of the service he was seized with an 
attack of paralysis, from which he partially reco- 
vered ; On the next day, however, a more severe 
attack superseded; and on ‘Sunday night, shortly 
after ten o’clock, his good and useful life was 
closed. The Editor of this paper, and writer of 
this imperfect memorial of his tulents and virtues 
was honoured fora long series of years with his 
warm friendship, and is therefore enabled to bear 
sincere and faithful testimony to his true worth as 
a man. His memory as a husband, a parent, a 
brother, is embalmed in the hearts of-his afflicted 
and bereaved surviving relatives; and any tribute to 
him in those relations would be an unseemly intra- 
sion upon their sacred sorrow,—(Abridged from 
Berrouws’ Worcester Journal, May 2, 1844.)

Written and Composed by G. F. TAytor.

Tove the melody of this ballad is not 
entirely original, reminding us somewhat 
of an air of Bellini, yet it is so graceful and 
pretty that it cannot fail to gain a multi- 
tude of admirers. It is, moreover, ex- 
ceedingly vocal, and neatly accompanied— 
and to crown all, simple and easy, both 
to sing and play. These are unmistake- 
able recommendations in a ballad.

Tuts is an indispensable volume to the 
admirers of the newest and most popular 
dance of the day. The three great waltz- 
inventors have here united their inexhaus- 
tible fancies in the production of a bou- 
quet of Polkas, as pretty and sparkling, as 
singable and danceable, as could be desired: 
If we may be allowed to draw compari- 
sons where such renowned and redoubt- 
able champions as M. M. Labitzky, Lanner 
and Strauss are concerned, we entertain a 
preference for the Polkas contained in the 
first five books—the compositions of the 
first named. These exhibit many gems— 
from which we may cite as examples No,

3, of Book 1.—No. 2, of Book 2—~and 
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No. 1, of Book 3. . The first of Lanner, 
entitled La Cerrito, is also exceedingly 
catching, and likely, with those of Labitzky, 
to become highly popular. Strauss has 
a capital Polka in book nine, but we prefer 
those of his companions. Altogether a 
more interesting volume to the lover of 
dance music, and especially to the ama- 
teur of the Polka has seldom come before us.

MANCHESTER ATHENUM SOIREE. 


One ofthe most pleasing kind of soirées was held at 
the Ath on Wednesday evening,and the varied 
attractions of which were such as to command an 
overflowing attendance of ladies and gentlemen, 
notwithstanding that on the same night there were 
other meetings of an interesting, but perhaps less 
inviting character. The first part of the soirée 
consisted of a concert, to render which in the high- 
est degree attractive the services of Miss Christiana 
Weller and her sister had been engaged. The en- 
tertainment opened with a terzetto by Costa,-— 
“© Vanne et colci che adoro.” It was performed 
in good taste by Miss Rafter, Mr. Rafter and Mr. 
Burnett. Miss Christiana Weller, who was re- 
ceived in an enthusiastic manner, then made her 
appearance on the original scene of her musical 
triumphs in Manchester, and executed with her 
wonted power, freedom and sweetness, Dohler’s 
grand fantasia on “Guillaume Tell.’’ It was a most 
animated and brilliant performance. The rich tor- 
rent of sound which Miss Weller extracted from 
the piano-forte rendered the fantasia as effective as 
if it had been played by a full orchestra. She 
ably preserved the character of the music ; by 
turns we heard the soft Alpine melodies of peace, 
and anon the fierce invocation of Tell to his com- 
triots to wrest the withheld right of freedom 
their foreign tyrants. The expressive style 
of the composition was forcibly elicited by the 
fair performer, beneath whose fingers the most 
harmonious combinations of tone seemed to arise. 
Upon the conclusion of her arduous task she was 
cordially cheered.—Miss Rafter introduced a 
French air from Auber,—‘ A celui que j’aimais,” 
to which she imparted considerable finish; but we 
think Miss Rafter is more at home in English bal- 
lads, for which she has high capabitities.—Mr. 
Burnett, who always sings well, and whose dis- 
tinctness of enunciation we should be glad to see 
imitated by other vocalists, gave with good effect 
Mercadante’s ‘‘ Ella pianghea,” preserving all the 
tender expression and sentiment of the composer. 
—L’Harpe d’Fole,” the musical fancy intro- 
duced by Miss Weller at her last concerts at the 
Atheneum, was the next gem in the programme. 
Composed by herself, it is a powerful evidence of 
the happy resources of her imagination when 
brought to act upon her favorite tastes. While 
playing, Miss Weller seems thoroughly imbued 
with her subject, so under the musical influence 
as to be almost insensible to all except that atmos- 
here of melody which she is creating, and in her 
inspired countenance. An appropriate tribute hav- 
ing been paid to her skill, Rosini’s delightful duo, 
‘¢ Mira la bianca luna” was sung by Mr. and Miss 
Rafter, in a very natural and pleasing manner, that 
elicited a well merited round of applause. 
The second part was opened by Miss Weller, who 
yed in succession three pieces, ‘‘ L’Hilarité,”’ 
y Weber, a selection from the “ Lieder Ohne 
Worte’”’ by Mendelssohn, (literally a song without 
a libretto) and the sublime prayer from Thalberg’s 
Fantasia on “Mosé in Egitto.” In these perfor- 
mances the versatility of Miss Weller’s genius was 








measures analogous to our “ Begone, dull care,” 
the second involving some of the chief beauties 
and intricacies of the German school, and the third, 
tender, solemn, sweet, and effective, distinguished 
by that grace and elaborate perfectness which radi- 
ates from the mind of Thalberg. Seldom indeed 
can the instrumentalist win from the mass that tri- 
bute of patience and attention which the vocalist 
ensures ; such only is the privilege of the highest 
order of instrumental talent, among which Miss 
Weller’s claim to rank must be obvious to the most 
indiflerent observer. A pleasing little French 
chanson, “ Beau pays” was very agreeably sung 
by Mr. Rafter. Bellini’s delightful and never-pall- 
ing ‘*Stillso gently,” was most admirably sung 
by Mr. Burnett. His performance was honoured 
with hearty applause. ‘hat beautifully plaintive 
melody ‘‘ Savourneen Deelish’’ was given with 
great care and neatness by Miss Rafter, who ably 
entered into the sentiment of the ballad, and elicit- 
ed a round of approval. The entertainment was 
effectively terminated by the magnificent duo from 
‘¢ Norma,” in which Miss Weller, and her sister, 
Miss A. D. Weller, delighted the auditors with the 
brilliancy and precision of their playing. The 
‘“* March”? movement was a grand piece of instru- 
mentation, sufficient in itself to establish the su- 
premacy of the performers upon the piano-forte. 
It was listened to in admiring silence, and when 
the duo finished, several rounds of enthusiastic ap- 
plause gave most satisfactory indication of the de- 
light which the display of the united abilities of the 
sisters had conferred. Mr. W. A. Grattann pre- 
sided at the piano-forte, and accompanied the vo- 
calists with his usual tuste.—Condensed from a 
Manchester Paper. 





THE FESTIVAL OF THE THREE CHOIRS. 


Ir gives us extreme pleasure to observe, that the 
rumour, us to the abandonment of the Musical 
Festival this year at Gloucester, is entirely without 
foundation. To attribute the failure of the meet- 
ing to the hostile preaching of any Rev. Gentleman 
at Cheltenham, is even more absurd than the other 
premature, if not unfounded, a t, for it 
cunnot be forgotten that when the religious crusade 
against the festivals was at its height (in 1838) the 
support received from Cheltenham was greater 
than on any previous occasion. As it is not our 
purpose, at the present moment, to exhibit in its 
true colours, that false nicety, or squeamishness 
which has of late led to a kind of puritanical war- 
fare against these music meetings, we shall content 
ourselves with quoting the negatur of our Glou- 
cester contemporaries. The Gloucester Chronicle 
says— 

“ There is no just reason to suppose that the 
meeting will be abandoned b there happens 
to be a difficulty in procuring # sufficient number 
of stewards. The present is not the first time that 
that dilemma hus occurred. ‘I'he correspondent of 
the Times knows as much about what is going on 
as the Emperor of Morocco. This year the festi- 
val will be held under advantageons circumstances, 
The condition of the country has greatly improved ; 
no other Musical Festival of consequence is, so 
far as we can learn, likely to take place in the pro- 
vinces ; and the opening of the Bristol and Glou- 
cester Railway (by which the two cities will be 
practically brought almost as near each other as 
Gloucester and Cheltenham were until the last 
occasion), will be the means of inducing many 
families in Bristol, Clifton, and Bath, to attend 
some of the performances.”’ 

The Gloucester Journal adds— 

** We cannot bring ourselves to believe, for one 
moment, that the gentry, and above all, the clergy, 
of Gloucester, will be less deficient in spirit and 
generous feeling than the gentry and clergy of 
Worcestershire and Herefordshire; that they will 
not willingly incur some little pecuniary sacrifice

character, and support the laudable festivities of 
the county to which they belong, or that they are 
so degenerated from the munificent high-minded- 
ness of former days as to suffer an institution to 
perish which has soothed many a widow’s anguish, 
and has dried the tears of many an orphan, who 
have been bereft of a husband and father, and have 
experienced the bitter vicissitude of comfort and 
happiness changed to misery and want. At pre- 
sent we certainly write without any express 
authority for stating that the meeting for 1844 
will take place\as usual, but we can positively 
state thut its abandonment has not been contem- 
plated; and while we regret the delay which has 
taken place in entering upon active arrangements 
for the meeting, we have a confident hope that in 
a very few weeks, at the farthest, we shall be able 
to announce decisively that the Gloucester Musical 
Festival for 1844 will take place, unshorn of any 
of its fair proportions, and that the spirit of old 
times will be evoked in our county, so us to ensure 
a most successful meeting.”—Berrow’s Worcester 
Journal.

Mr. Danpo’s Quartet Concerts. — 
We were unfortunately prevented from 
attending the last of these, which took 
place on Monday week, and must therefore 
trust to the Morning Herald, for an ac- 
count :— 

Crospy Hatt.—Mr. Dando and his excellent 
quartet party were asrembled in the Throne-room 
of this hall on Monday night to give their fourth 
concert. Buch’s concerto ‘ Per il cembalo ;” 
Mendelasohn’s quartet, No. 3 (op. 44); Mozart’s 
quartet in A major, No. 5; Beethoven’s sonata in 
C sharp, minor ; and Onslow’s quintet in C (op. 25), 
constituted the instrumental selection, and the 
executunts were Messrs. W. Sterndale Bennett, 
Dando, Gattie, J. Loder, Lucas, and C. Severn— 
whose names alone guarantee the excellence of the 
performance. The scherzo movement in Men- 
delssohn’s quartet was encored: it was admirably 
played. Miss Dolby figured conspicuously as a 
vocalist; she sang once, but this once contained 
much—namely, Beethoven’s Liederkreiss, a series 
of six songs or canzonets, breathing in the most 
impassioned terms the fondness, expectancy, and 
anxiety of love. They are exquisite things, and 
Miss Dolby did them the amplest justice, as she 
does everything of a like poetical and tender cha- 
racter. ‘The other vocalist was Mr. Hobbs. The 
room was well filled. 

Tue Liverroot PuitHAarMonic So- 
cirTy.—We understand that the directors 
have succeeded in engaging for the next 
full-dress concert, Madame Dorus Gras, 
Miss Poole, Salvi, Staudigl, and the cele- 
brated violinist, Herr Ernst. This will be 
a treat of a high order.

Potyrscunic Institution. — Mr. C. 
Horn, delivered a lecture on the Music 
of Germany, on Thursday week, to a 
crowded audience. Mr. Horn gave a brief 
history of the progress made in Germany, 
from the time of Luther to that of Haydn, 
Mozart, and Beethoven, with illustrations, 
in which he was assisted by four vocalists, 
the treble being, Master Jolley, who pos- 
gesses a very sweet voice; occasionally ac- 
companied by a select band and the piano- 
forte, at which Mr. Horn presided, who 
gave a fugue by Bach, and songs by Han- 
del and Haydn: also, Shakspeare’s Epi- 
taph, adapted to an air by Beethoven. 
The whole concluded with the German 
song of “The Rhine,” and “God preserve 
the Emperor,” harmonised. 

Aspey Girz Crus.—A prize of ten 
guineas offered by William Dixon, Esq., 
for the best madrigal, was awarded on 
Saturday to Mr. James Coward, there were 
two other candidates, whose productions 
were greatly admired. 

Mr. TEmpPLerton’s concluding entertain- 
ment, at the Theatre Royal, Church-street, 
Liverpool, was well attended, the boxes 
being crowded with fashionable parties, 
who were all highly delighted with the 
performance. The entertainment consist- 
ed of selections from celebrated modern 





Operas, interspersed with favourite ballads, 


both of England and Scotland, and varied 
by the introduction of appropriate re- 
marks and illustrative anecdotes. We 
have seldom heard of a more enthusiastic 
audience. Mr. Templeton’s entertainment 
at Parry’s Hotel, and Royal Assembly 
Rooms in Seacombe, was also completely 
successful, each place being filled with 
fashionables, who warmly received and 
loudly applauded him throughout. His 
voice, his manner, his scientific execution 
of the choicest lyrical compositions of the 
age, and the warm feeling he manifests in 
every effort, have won for him the good 
opinion of all hearers, whose best wishes, 
we are sure, accompany him in his visit 
to the great cities of his native land. Mr. 
Templeton has left London for the Scottish 
capital, and may success attend him there. 


Rusrnt is at present at Vienna, for the 
purpose of engaging some of the artistes of 
the Italian company of that capital for the 
ensuing season at St. Petersburg. The 
Italian opera at Vienna, under the direc- 
tion of Donizetti, has a more numerous 
and effective company than any previous 
season—comprising three prime donne, two 
contralti, three prime tenoré, three bassi 
cantanti, in addition to which, the buff, 
Rovere, has been engaged at the instiga- 
tion of the habitués by the managers. Fanny 
Elssler is there attracting most crowded 
houses. Rubini quits Vienna shortly for 
Italy, but will sing for a night or two at 
the opera before his departure. 


Srenor Grusrret continues very unwell, 
and incapable of following his profession. 
An entertainment, dramatic and musical, 
will be given for his benefit, at Drury 
Lane Theatre, this evening, Mr. Bunn 
having granted the use of the house, on 
payment of the current expenses. All the 
vocal, instrumental, and dramatic célébri/és 
have tendered their services. It is a subject 
of general regret that the professional career 
of this rising singer should have been sud- 
denly arrested in its advancing course by 
the hand of sickness. The esteem in which 
he has been held by his colleagues is de- 
monstrated by the splendid array of names 
which will be found in the programme of 
the evening’s entertainments. 


Lorp Satroun.—The return of this 
nobleman is daily expected, and the Ma- 
drigalians, of whom he is the president, 
intend to give his Lordship a most har- 
monious reception, at their next meeting ; 
the Melodists, too, will welcome their 
vice-president at the next meeting, on the 
30th inst. 

Sienor Incurnpr, the basso primo of 
the Italian Opera, Paris, has arrived in 
London, with a view, we conclude, of ex- 
changing his notes for some of John Bull's 
coins. 





Marras, tHE Neapotitan Tenor.— 
This master of song after having filled our 
Royal Theatres with crowded audiences, 
is gone to Rome where he intends giving 
concerts. The highest and most select cir- 
cles of Naples, as those of Prince Dentrie ; 
of his Excellency the Duke of Montbello, 
Ambassador of France ; of his Excellency 
Count Lebzentern, Ambassador of Aus- 
tria; of his Excellency the Baron Bron- 
hausen, Ambassador of Prussia; her Ex- 
cellency the Countess Lowenstern, Mrs. 
Ramsay, the Ladies Menzicoff, &c., &c., 
were desirous of enjoying the grand style of 
Sig. Marras in their private ies, and 
his high reputation has been fully confirmed 
by this ordeal.

Tue Hastrs oF Proressep Musicians. 
—DMost men who have been remarkable for 
longevity have been fond of music. Pro- 
fessed musicians, with all their eccentrici- 
ties and their constant residence in: great 
cities, free living and late hours, will be 
found to have the advantage over persons 
of every other profession. It is an exhili- 
rating recreation, that always furnishes a 
company in solitude, relieves weariness 
and dispels gloomy thoughts. Instances 
of suicide amongst musicians are compara- 
tively very rare, although some have met 
with sad reverses, yet scarcely can an in- 
stance be found of cruelty remaining in the 
breast of a real musician—his soul is all 
harmony. I could never bring myself to 
encourage a father to chide his son for los- 
ing his time at a musical instrument. I 
like the simplicity of Lavater’s maxim— 
“Keep at least three paces from him who 
hates bread, music, and the voice of 
child.” :

As a singer Miss Dolby stands deservedly high—no 
ene more 80; and rarely in aconcert to be found— 
multitudinous as such things are in these musical 
deys—in which her name is omitted as a principal 
assistant. It is creditable to the public that they 
have the grace thus, to acknowledge native talent, 
although unsupported by foreign airs and affecta- 
fons. The concert, Miss Doiby provided was an 
excellent one. The vocal pieces in general were of 
great interest, and the singers were of unmistake- 
able pretensions.

A Pra Donna In TROUBLE.—On the 
30th of March last, a man named Tosca, 
the coachman of Mademoiselle Grisi, was 
tried by the Tribunal of Correctional Police, 
for abusing a serjeant-de-ville, whilst on 
duty at the Italian Theatre on the 3rd of 
that month. He was found guilty, and 
sentenced to pay a fine of 50f. and the ex- 
penses, amounting to 15f.; and Made- 
moiselle Grisi, as his mistress, was sen- 
tenced to pay these expenses in the event 
of default on the part of her servant. On 
Saturday Mademoiselle Grisi, who is now 
in London, put in an opposition by counsel 
against this decision, on the ground that 
Tosca was not in her service, but in that 
of the person of whom she hired her horses. 
Tosca, however, having declared that he 
had 67f. per month as wages from M. 
Mario, and 30f. per month from Mademoi- 
selle Grisi, and was also clothed by M. 
Mario, and partly fed from the table of 
Mademoiselle Grisi, and that the 50f. per 
month which he received from the owner 
of the horses was a gratuity for taking great 
care of them, the Tribunal confirmed its 
original sentence.—Galignani’s Messenger. 


Socreta Armonrica.—At the next con- 
cert on Monday evening, we are to have 
Beethoven's C minor symphony, the over- 
ture to “ Kuryanthe,” and “ La Clemenza,”’ 
and an overture by Parish Alvars.

Avuser.—Daniel Francois Auber was 
the son of a printseller of Caen, in Nor- 
mandy, and was born in January, 1784. 
At first he studied music only as an ama- 
teur; but getting disgusted with the pro- 
fession for which he was intended — that 
of a merchant, ~he devoted himself almost 
entirely to a pursuit which engrossed all 
his thoughts, and for which he had an 
original and undoubted genius. He first 
became known to the musical world as the 
writer of the concertos played by his friend 





Lemarc, the celebrated violoncellist ; shortly 
after he wrote a small opera for a party o1 
amateurs; and then another for a com- 
plete orchestra, from which he has since 
selected several pieces and ingrafted them 
into later works. Under the instruction of 
Cherubini, he made himself fully proficient 
in the principles and practice of composi- 
tion; and at this period wrote a mass for 
four voices, from which the prayer in 
Masaniello is taken. In 1813, he pro- 
duced an opera at the Theatre Feydeau, 
entitled Séjour Militaire, which, however, 
was but coldly received. ‘This seems to 
have disheartened him; for he did not ap- 
pear again before the public until 1819, 
and then only because driven to it by do- 
mestic adversities. His attempt now was 
at the Opera Comique, where he produced 
a one act piece, Le Testament et les Billets 
Doux, which, like the Sejour, resulted in 
failure. In 1820, he wrote an opera in 
three acts, La Bergére Chdtelaine, and this 
completely reversed the declining opinion 
of his talents; for he now indicated the 
possession of those dramatic conceptions 
which afterwards made him so famous. In 
1821, his opera, Emma, ou la Promesse 
Imprudente, corroborated this good im- 
pression; and, in 1823, his Neage, ou le 
Nouvel Eginard, completely established it. 
In 1825, he was made a knight of the Le- 
gion of Honour ; and the Academy of Fine 
Arts of the Institute admitted him as a 
member. His career since this period has 
been no secret: his Fra Diavolo, La Muette 
de Porticit, Gustavus, Le Philtre, and other 
operas, have enjoyed a popularity both 
here and on the Continent rarely pa- 
rallelled. 


Curistrana WetLER. — This gifted 
pianiste, whose performances lately in 
Dublin, Liverpool, and Manchester, have 
drawn forth the most elaborate and enthu- 
siastic notices from the press of those 
towns, is about to make her debué in Lon- 
don, under distinguished patronage; and 
if the exalted opinions and strong state- 
ments of those critics are founded in fact, 
this “ Female Crichton” (as “ Boz” desig- 
nated her when in Liverpool,) will pro- 
duce a sensation amongst the diletiantt of 
the metropolis. She is stated to be only 
18 years of age, and yet “beyond all com- 
parison the finest native instrumentalist 
they ever heard,” while her compositions,
